We are going to have a Republican Caucus as

soon as we stand at ease, and hopefully we Will be back on the --

on the 23rd and 24th. If not -- if there are no rooms available,

wedll be back on the 27th.

Wekly I'm sorry, Madam President, but I -- I don't think we

heard a thing over here. There's too much racket. If Senator

Philip could tell us again what's What's taking place.

Senator Philip.

SENATOR PHILIP:

Well, we will be in perfunctory Session for those one or two

days. Period. Don't worry about lt. Wedll call you back. My

best guess is -- the Hotel-Motel Association has said that they

have blocked off rooms. They haven't sold a1l those rooms. My

best guess isr there will be rooms available for the Members.

PRESIDING OFEICER: (SENATOR DONAHUE)

Senator Demuzio.

SENATOR DEMUZIO:

Well: are you telling me now that we're going to be able

to adopt resolutions in the perfunctory Session, when there is no

quorum, and change the date on which we come back from the 23rd to

the 27th? I don't think so. I -- think we've got a real

problem here. think wegve adopted the adjournment resolution
calling for us to come back the 23rd, we are obligabed to come

back the 23rd.
